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WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP) 
—The State Department reported 
today that President Kennedy 
has given the Soviet government 
renewed assurance that United 
States aircraft will avoid violat- 
ing Soviet air space. 

This was an outgrowth of a 
new RB-47 incident which oc- 
curred in the vicinity of the 
island of Vize, Soviet territory 
in the Arctic waters of the Kara 
sea. 


The recent incident, the state 
department today, oc- 
curred “within a few days of the 
end of January,” and several 
days after President Kennedy 
had taken office. 

An earlier RB-47 incident had 
occurred last July 1 in the wat- 
ers of the Barents Sea. In that 
case the American plane was 
shot down by Soviet fighters, 


In the January affair, press 
officer Lincoln White said today, 
there was no firing on the Amer- 
ican plane nor was there any 
formal Soviet protest. 


Release of 2 Flyers. 


The matter developed at a 
time when Soviet Premier 
Khrushchey was dem 
an interest in improving United 
States relations. He had ordered 
release of two United States air- 
men held from the July 1 RB-47 
incident. 

The release of the airmen was 
announced by Mr. Kennedy at a 
press conference Jan. 25, At the 
same time, the President dis- 
closed he had ordered that air- 
craft flights over Soviet territory, 
such as the famous U-2 incident 
of a year ago, not be resumed. 


White declined for unexplained 
reasons to give the exact date 
of the January incident but said 
it occurred at the end of Jan- 
vary. He said the Soviet foreign 
office ‘“‘orally informed” the 
United States embassy in Mos- 
cow and that it presumed the 
alleged violations had occurred 
over Soviet territorial waters 
near the island of Vize.

In another speech, before a 
dinner meeting of the St. Louis 
League of Women Voters, Lin- 
denbusch used photographs to 
illustrate his contention that St. 
Louis ‘‘no longer is a happy 
city." The photographs were in- 
tended to show that the city is 
not a clean and well-lighted 
place where people want to live, 
as Lindenbusch said it once 
was. 

The 100,000 population decrease 
in the last 10 years show that 
people are not happy with the 
city, Lindenbusch said. In addi- 
tion, he criticized the adminis- 
tration for failing to build a new 
chronic hospital and for failing 
to reduce crime.

—A dill which would prohibit 
discrimination in places of pub- 
lic accommodation against any 
person because of race, creed 
or national origin was wunani- 
mousily recommended for pas 
sage last night by the House 
Committee on Municipal Corpo- 

rations. 

The action followed a two-and- 
one-half-hour hearing at which 
more than 30 persons testified 
in favor of the proposal and only 
two spoke against it, 

The proposed law would be 
under the administration of the 
state Commission on Human 
Rights, which would have full 
authority to investigate com- 
plaints of discrimination, hold 
hearings, compel attendance of 
witnesses and take sworn testi- 
mony 

At the discretion of the com- 
mission, the complainant might 
be allowed to intervene and pre- 
sent testimony 


If the commission found a per- 
son had engaged in unlawful dis- 
criminatory practices, it would 
order the practices stopped. Any 
person who willfully violated an 
order of the commission would 
be guilty of a misdemeanor pun- 
ishable by a maximum penalty 
of a year in jail and a $500 fine. 

Among those who testified be 
fore the committee in favor of 
the measure, which is sponsored 
by Representative Hugh J. White 
(Dem.), St. Louis, and 20 other 
House members, were represent 
atives of the National Associa 
tion for the Advancement of

daily. He ordered one fireman 
to transport the chief's children 
in duty hours from a school out- 
side the Moline Fire Protection 
District, the petition said 

Robert H. Burns, board presi- 
dent, declined to discuss the 
controversy except to say that 
the firemen were being inter- 
viewed by the board about the 
complaints. McConnell could 
not be reached.

EXCEPT FOR THOSE Presidents content to sit back and 
watch the drift of events there comes a moment in every Admin- 
istration when executive power must be used, no matter what 


the turmoil and the tumult that 


may ensue. Such a moment has 


come in the Kennedy Administration. 


The President is rather like a 
swimmer poised on the bank. He 
is basking in the warm wind of 
personal popularity. The ‘“im- 
age’”—the ardent young Presi- 
dent, his attractive family, his 
eloquent words—is an appealing 
one. 

But as he. himself and those 
around him understand only too 
well, this cannot last forever 
if he is to do what he knows 
must be done. The moment of 
decision is coming in the mes- 
sage the White House will send 
to Congress next week on na- 
tional defense. The long and 
often almost anguished debate 
that has gone on between the 
President and his Secretary of 
Defense, Robert S. McNamara, 
is coming to an end. 


BOTH MEN appreciate the 
radical alterations in the de- 
fense establishment that must be 
carried through in order to 


achieve economy and efficiency | 


so long talked about in Senate 
debates and political campaigns. 
But they also appreciate. that 
these alterations, which go along 
with recommendations for in- 
creased defense spending on 
conventional forces and in other 
areas, will arouse the deter- 
mined opposition of some of the 
most powerful pressure groups 
in the country. This is evident 
from a listing of some of the 
principal alterations that have 
been under debate: 

A cutback in airplane produc- 
tion, where it is clearly demon- 
strable that certain projects 
have no further value. 

Elimination of certain missile 
developments that have flour- 
ished largely because of pres- 
sures from industry, labor and 
the local community. The waste 
in at least one instance is in 
the order of hundreds of mil- 
lions if not billions of dollars. 

A cutback in the production 
of fissionable material in view 
of an overflowing inventory of 
the raw material and of mega- 
ton hydrogen bombs. 

Economies in the National 
Guard and the Air National 
Guard where the waste and the 
dubious contribution to the na- 
tion’s defense are glaringly ob- 
vious, 


ANY ONE OF THESE propos- 
als would be enough in itself to 
start a roaring backfire generat- 
ing powerful pressures applied 
to Congress to prevent any alter- 
ation, The President’s political 
aids are recalling that the Re- 
publicans charged in the cam- 
paign last fall that airplane con- 
tracts in southern California 
would be cut back or transferred 
to New York State and other 
areas. They believe this is why 
the Kennedy-Johnson ticket lost 
that state. 


Confronting the moment of de- : 


cision what the President — any 
President finding himself in this 
situation — must ask himself is 
whether the sum total of all 
pressure groups will not in the 


end add up to stalemate. It has 
begun already. The powerful 
truckers’ lobby, angered by tax 
proposals in the highway mes- 
sage, is doing everything pos- 
sible to block any change in this 
department. 

In national defense and the 
spending of more than 40 billion 
dollars a year the President 
comes up against a whole com- 
plex of built-in interests. To 
challenge them now with a re- 
cession on is to invite the 
charge that any cutback will in- 
crease unemployment and 
deepen the recession. 


Yet to fail to make the chal- 
lenge is to sanction past ineffi- 
ciency and waste and thereby 
make it far more difficult to re- 
vitalize America’s defense. But 
also it bears directly on the ef- 
fort to make some small begin- 
ning on disarmament. If the in- 
terests involved can block any 
'change for reasons of efficiency 
and economy they will be in a 
stronger position to resist any 
disarmament move that might 
affect them adversely. 


THE PRESIDENT’S message 
writers are looking back at the 
warning uttered by former Presi- 
dent Eisenhowet in his farewell 
message on Jan. 17. While he 
waited until the last minute of 
the last hour, he did speak fate- 
ful words of warning about the 
“potential for the disastrous rise 
of misplaced power”’ in the mili- 
tary-industrial complex and the 
danger ‘‘that public policy could 
itself become the captive of a 
scientific-technological elite.” 
That warning of the former 
President is a matter of deep 
concern to his young successor 
as he stands ready to take the 
plunge. He must commit himself 
to a greater degree, if one ac- 
cepts the view of his biographer, 
James Mac Gregor Burns, than 
he has ever done before. And in 
grappling with the complex—the 
tangled interweaving of power 
and money about which Ejisen- 
hower spoke—he will inevitably 
sacrifice some of his personal 
popularity.

Why Not Revenge? 
The notion that the object of pun-

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Treasure of the Ozarks 
Conservation of the Ozarks’ most beautiful 


. rivers—the Eleven Point, Jacks Fork and Cur- 


rent—became a genuine expectation rather 
than a subject for perennial debate when Sen- 
ators Symington and Long and Representa- 
tive Ichord introduced identical bills in both 
branches of Congress for the establishment 
of the Ozark Rivers National Monument. 


Broadly, the bills follow the plan evolved 
by the National Park Service at the request 
of the Missouri Legislature. They authorize 
$6,000,000 for the project, more than enough 
to cover the $5,500,000 estimated value of pri- 
vate property in the area. The remainder of 
the land already is owned by the federal and 
state governments; and the state should glad- 
ly contribute its holdings. 

The bill also calls for federal payments in 
lieu of local taxes for a few years—to offset 
the loss of county income until new revenue 
is obtained from the economic development 
expected after the park is established. For 
Washington, the amount involved is relative- 
ly nominal. 

Present owners will be allowed to use land 
for residential but not commercial purposes 
so long as they live. The Park Service had 
proposed this for farms, but the broadening 
of its provision is quite acceptable. All of a 
farm of 500 acres or less will have to be taken, 
instead of only a part, to avoid leaving a farm- 
er with an inefficient bit of land. 

The bill allows hunting in the area, subject 
to regulation by the Secretary of the Interior. 
This should enable the Park Service to pro- 
tect park visitors, especially float fishermen, 
against the danger of irresponsible discharge 
of fire-arms. The bill also calls for the ap- 
pointment of an 11-member citizens advisory 
committee, with most of its members to be 
residents of the region. So adequate safe- 
guards are provided for all valid interests. 

In spite of those who agree “in principle” 
that the rivers must be saved but take excep- 
tion to virtually all proposals for doing so, we 
believe most of the Ozark people not only 
desire to keep the streams in their still rela- 
tively natural state, but also realize that time 
is running out. People elsewhere who know 
these clear, cool, fast-running streams and the 
great springs which feed them long have 
recognized the region as one of the scenic 
treasures of the Midwest. And they dread the 
honkytonk exploitation which grows as more 
and more visitors are attracted. 

Only in dreams can the population be re- 
duced to what it was when Indians roamed 
the time-gentled hills. In fact, better use 
must be made of the area for the support of 
its inhabitants. To do this while also preserv- 
ing its semi-wild character is almost magi- 
cian’s work. The Park Service plan provides 
the answer as nearly as is humanly possible. 
Missourians especially should support the na- 
tional monument bill. It would be scanda- 
lous not to guard jealously what already is a 
treasure beyond price. 


More School Aid Confusion 


Not content with the uncertainty about fed- 
eral aid for education caused by assorted 
pressure groups, Representative Kearns, the 
ranking Republican member of the House 
Education Committee, has attacked President 
Kennedy’s school bill and dropped his own 
substitute into the hopper. 

Kearns would allow an income tax deduc- 
tion up to $2000 for every dependent in col- 
lege. His bill also purports to encourage do- 
nations to colleges by those in the middle 
income bracket. And it would provide 1000 
federal scholarships worth $1000 a year. 

This, says the gentleman from Pennsylva- 
nia, would be much cheaper than the Kennedy 
program. It also would do much less than 
the Kennedy bill which is concerned, first of 
all, with aid to public primary and secondary 
schools. The President, of course, also asked 
for aid beyond the high school. Yet if it were 
necessary to set priorities, help for the lower 
schools would have to come first. We espe- 
cially need to improve our high schools—and 
as Dr. Conant said, not by buying new uniforms 
for the band—if we are to expect much more 
from our colleges. 

Income tax deductions for those paying 
stiff term bills may be considered as a matter 
of equity. But they also should be considered 
as aid to taxpayers, not as aid to schools. 
How many children will be deprived of years 
of adequate schooling before Congress puts 
first. things first? 


Carta, But Not Magna 


The railroads’ program which has been pre- 
sented to Congress offers distressingly little 
evidence of fresh approaches or promising 
new ideas. It is largely a reiteration of pro- 
posals that have been advanced for onwards 
of six years now, rephrased under the re- 
sounding title of Magna Carta. We agree that 
the 10 per cent passenger tax, a temporary 
emergency measure for which the justification 
has long since disappeared, should be re- 
pealed; that local and state tax discrimina- 
tions should be ended; and that accelerated 
tax write-offs could constructively be tried as 
a means of aiding investment in plant and 
equipment. Regulation ought also to be ap- 
plied more even-handedly. 

But the disappointing aspect of the Magna 
Carta is that most of it is on the negative side. 
Virtually the only affirmative proposals are 
those which would give the railroads an un- 
due advantage over their competitor forms 
of transportation. There has been no major 
railroad legislation since the Transportation 
Act of 1958, and it was obvious even when 
that legislation was 
needed; but the agenda which the Association 


of American Railroads has newly presented . 


to Congress provides something less than a 
broad and vigorous basis for it. — 

Perhaps the most ng. weakness of the 
thinking which the railroads have laid before 

lies in the prevailing tone of com- 
plaint which for decades now has dominated 
their discussion of their problems. There is 
little to indicate that the association realizes 
a revolution in transport is taking place and 
the conditions of 50, even of 15, years ago 
aré gone, probably for good. 

A railroad program which would adventure 
boldly into joint rate-making and fully accept 
the proposition that carriage should be per- 
formed by the most economical form of car- 
rier could capture the imagination of the 
country, enhance the value to the country of 
its transport system as a whole, and provide 
the basis for re-establishing the railroad part 
of it on a genuinely realistic footing. If the 
railroads themselves are unwilling, or unable, 
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passed that more was. 
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to approach the problem on this forward-look- 
ing and potentially profitable basis, certainly 
the committees of Congress which are dealing 
with the subject should do so. 


The Pauling Fiasco 

After many months of investigation, Sena- 
tor Dodd’s internal security subcommittee has 
issued a report on Dr. Linus Pauling which 
is about as feeble and woolly-headed as any 
document in the long history of congressional 
anti-Communist activity. 

Apparently the committee has given up 
any thought of citing the crusty Nobel prize 
winner for contempt because he refused to 


name those who helped him circulate a scien- - 


tists’ petition to the United Nations urging 
suspension of nuclear tests. So it contents 
itself with publishing a 60-page document, in- 
dexed, documented and garbed in all the, 
trappings of congressional inquisition, to 
prove—what? . 

Well, it proves that Dr. Pauling is against 
nuclear tests, all right, that he has taken part 
in a number of pacifist movements, and 
doesn’t seem to mind working with Commu- 
nists when they share his beliefs. It declares 
that he has shown “a consistent pro-Soviet 


bias” and “has figured as the No. 1 scientific . 


name in virtually every major activity of the 
Communist peace offensive.” It proves that 
the Communists approved of his petition, and 


jumps to the unwarranted conclusion that. 


therefore they must have originated it. 

But why, the taxpayer who pays for this 
amazing report might well ask, does such 
stuff justify the uproar over Dr. Pauling? 
At worst, this distinguished chemist is guilty 
of favoring policies which the Communists 
also favor. Given the always-shifting Com- 
munist line, that is something that might 
happen even to Senator Dodd. Would the 
Senator thereby become a dupe or tool of the 
Reds? And even if Dr. Pauling is a dupe, 
even if he is pro-Soviet, even if he takes their 
line instead, as he thinks, of their taking his 
line—what law does he thereby violate? 

Why in the world shouldn’t an American 
scientist be free, without congressional harass- 
ment, to send a petition to the United Na- 
tions which Communists as well as non-Com- 
munists sign? Why shouldn’t he agitate for 
peace if that is his bent, with or without Com- 
munist support? 

At Geneva today diplomats of East and 
West are sitting down to negotiate a treaty 
for the cessation of nuclear tests under inter- 
national inspection. If they succeed, it will 
be because on this point the Soviets and the 
West agree—not because one side subverted 
the other, not because somebody is somebody 
else’s dupe, not because of some sinister plot. 
Surely the time has come to drop the non- 
sense that anybody who agrees with the Sovi- 
ets is suspect. 

We would say Dr. Pauling won his contest 
with the committee hands down. If there 
are any sensible members on it they will in- 
struct their counsel, Jules G. Sourwine, not 
to lead them into any more blind alleys like 
this one. 


Names To Be Rotated 


Gov. Dalton’s new St. Louis county Elec- 
tion Board ought to reopen the question of 
rotating candidates’ names on voting ma- 
chines. The old Board recognized the need 
but said it couldn’t possibly be met, and then 
went on to other business without offering 
any suitable alternative. 

Rotating names at primary elections in St. 
Louis county may be a complex problem, but 
the old Board. never proved that it was in- 
soluble. A Board that looked for a solution 
might find it, and as a starter we would sug- 
gest the new Board sit down with representa- 
tives of the firm that makes the voting ma- 
chines it uses. . 

Two bills dealing with this problem have 
been offered in the Missouri Legislature. One 
sponsored by St. Louis county Democratic 
Representatives Aschemeyer, Rabbitt and 
Rooney and Republitans King and Speer 
would make rotation permissive. One offered 
by Representative Walsh of St. Louis would 
make rotation mandatory. 

If rotation is practical it ought to be man- 
datory, as those who back the “permissive” 
bill no doubt would agree. The Election 
Board ought to see if it can devise a method 
to meet the injunction Mr. Walsh would apply. 


Arms Buildup in Laos 


The United States has urged the Soviet 
Union to stop airlifting war materials to the 
rebels in Laos. If the Russians refuse to heed 
this plea the United States will have no fre- 
course other than to step up military aid to 
the government. And so an arms. race in 
Southeast Asia will be on, with no one in a 
position to say where it will end. 

The time to stop it is now, and the Soviet 
government is the agency to do it. Secretary 
of State Rusk and Soviet Foreign Minister 
Gromyko discussed the matter at length and. 
issued a hopeful. statement. But a reliable 
source said that at their conference they went 
“around and around, without really getting 
anywhere.” : 

The United States has made mistakes in 
Laos in the past, but in recent. weeks has 
indorsed an independent and neutralist gov- 
ernment and has made every conciliatory 


_ gesture that could be expected, Despite this 


the Russians have continued to meddle in 
Laos, as Mr..Rusk said, poisoning the interna- 
tional atmosphere and lessening the chances 
of agreement on such issues as disarmament, 
a nuclear test bar, The Congo and Berlin.’ 
Both Mr. Rusk and Mr. Gromyko were re- 
ported to‘have spoken at their meeting of the

The Civic Music League con- | 
cluded its season last night on 
a rousing note, as Jose Greco 
and his Spanish Ballet swarmed 
across the Kiel Auditorium 
Opera House stage for the better | 
part of two hours and a half.

The dancing, with its charac- 
teristic alternation of stiffness 
and explosive fluidity, was sur- 
passingly exciting; the harsh, 
gritty pre-eminently out of tune 
inflections of the flamenco song 
stirred me as no merely pretty 
warbling could ever hope to do. 
I found the flamboyant costumes 
and the strenuous obbligato of 
castanets, tambourires,  foot- 
stamping, hand<lapping, yells, 
howls and assorted shrieks com- 
pletely irresistible, and the mu 
sic, insignificant in its own right, | 
acquired stature and dimension | 
when put to use for dance ac- | 
companiment. ) 
| Admittedly, it is a somewhat 
circumscribed art form. It lacks | 
profundity; it does not ennoble 
or exalt the spectator; yet this 
very lack of pretension results in 
a state of exhilaration which I 
for one, find wholly, if tempor-

“The only two top hitters who 
weren't invited,” said the effer- 
vescent Stan, ‘‘were Ted Williams 
and myself. And we’re two guys 
who know more about hitting 
than anyone else.” 

He was still smiling when he 
walked away from the discom- 
fited Stuart. Later, the Cardinal 
craftsman sat in the dugout and 
talked about his trade with the 
analytic perceptiveness of the 
true expert that he is. 

‘Baseball a Business.’ 

“Baseball is a business,” he 
said, ‘“‘and no man will get any- 
where in it unless he knows what 
he’s doing. There has to be a 
reason for everything he does. 
He has to study the game and 
apply what he’s learned. And 
he has to set goals for himself 
so that he’ll have something to 
shoot for. I used to aim at 200 
hits a year as my long-range ob- 
jective, setting a quota of two 
hits a day. 

“When I first broke in I would 
try to hit four line drives each 
game, figuring that half of them 
would fall in safely. I'd stand at 
bat and keep saying to myself, 
‘Line drive. Line drive.’ 

“In those days no pitcher in 
the world could throw a fast ball 
past me. I murdered fast ball 
pitchers. So they started to 
throw me curves. I saw so many 
of them it got so that I could hit 
the curve as well as the fast 
one. 


“It’s mostly concentration. I 
set up a zone, maybe eight feet 
in front of the plate, and that’s 
the area I concentrate on. As 
soon as the ball enters that 
area I can tell if it is a fast 
ball or curve, not by the rotation 
but by the speed. And I watch 
it so closely I have actually seen 
the bat hit the ball.” Musial 
paused and began to laugh.

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How Lincoln Inspired an Author 


n Monks at Pevely

UNTIL A YEAR AGO, Paul 
Horgan was a man who, like 
most of us, greatly admired 
Abraham Lincoln but never to 
the point of becoming a Lincoln 
scholar, 

Then the Saturday Evening 
Post asked Horgan to do a piece 
on the young manhood of Abe 
Lincoln when he lived at Salem, 
Ill. Horgan went to Salem and 
by the time he was well into his 
research, something happened to 
him. The same thing which seems 
to happen to all scholars and 
writers who start delving Below 
the surface of the Lincoln life 
and legend. They become ad- 
dicts. 

Horgan, author of 23 books 
and. a Pulitzer prize winner for 
his 1954 work, “Great River,” 
was in St. Louis recently, short- 
ly before his Lincoln article, 
“Citizen of New Salem,” ap- 
peared in the Post. Although he 
was here on another writing as- 
signment, he was still wrapped 
up in R 

“When I got to Salem and 
started getting into the subject,” 
he said, “I found myself work- 
ing and writing with increasing 
delight. The Saturday Evening 
Post had asked for 5000 words 
but I couldn’t stop. You can't 
touch Lincoln without the sub- 
ject coming alive. I wrote 18,000 
words and sent it to them, telling 
them I couldn’t stop and they 
would have to cut it. I couldn’t. 
As it turned out they used two 
thirds of it. Then my publisher 
read it and now the full text is 
coming out in a book and it has 
been selected as a Book-f-the- 
Month Club dual selection for 
May.” 

Paul Horgan is a man of me- 
dium height and average build, 
well dressed, soft spoken, with 
a shy manner. There is a rev- 
erential look on his face when 
he speaks of Abraham Lincoln. 


“He was a wonderful speci- 
men of unformed humanity 
(when he came to Salem), most 
unpromising material. Then 
slowly he made himself into a 
whole man,” Horgan mused. 
“A fumbling country boy be- 
came Abraham Lincoln. He made 
and created the character we 
know and love. From nothing to 
the greatest man we've ever 
produced.”’ 


Horgan was in St. Louis to 
gather material for a television 
script he is going to write for 
the Benedictine Monks of St. 
Pius X Monastery at Pevely, Mo. 
The monastery, which was found- 
ed in 1951, is at present engaged 
in developing and building a 
Family Life Center on a 10l-acre 
tract overlooking the Mississippi 
river near Pevely. 

Purpose of the center is to 
help families achieve the ideals 
of matrimony and help stem the 
tide of family breakdown and di- 
vorce. Toward this end it will 
provide facilities for retreats for 
married pairs, and for entire 
families. It will also provide 


marriage counseling, child guid- 
ance, pre-marriage clinics and 
other services for better family 
life. 


“I have long been interested 
in the monastery here and its 
work,” Horgan said. “Things 
are now only in the discussion 
stage, but we plan a half hour 
show to be carried nationally 
on television.” Horgan was 
asked to write the show on the 
strength of his one previous 
television job, the script for 
the NBC show, “Rome Eternal.” 


Horgan was born in Buffalo, 
N.Y., but when he was 12 years 
old his father contracted tuber- 
culosis and the family moved to 
Albuquerque, N.M.

He did the same at New Salem 
when he went there last June. 
Horgan was impressed, he said, 
by the number of tourists who 
visit the restored village of Lin- 
coln’s young manhood.

Although it’s a civic affair, it’s 
done on a professional scale, 
Horgan explained, with leading

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Poet Frost Speaks | 
Mind on Sandburg 


TEL AVIV, Israel, March 21. 

WE WERE ON THE PLANE flying down to Israel for 
opening of the Sheraton Tel Aviv, a new hotel that has 
been built there. On board the plane was Robert Frost, 
American poet and friend of the President of the United 
States. Frost was not go- 
ing to the opening of the 
Sheraton Hotel. He was 
going to Jerusalem to 
give a series of lectures 
at the university. El Al, 
the airline in question 
taking poetic license, had 
prevailed on him to fly on 
the same plane as the 
people going to the hotel 
opening as it would give 
the junket some class. 

The 87-year-old poet 
was in fine spirits and 
was enjoying the flight. 
But seated across the 
aisle from Frost was Har- 
ry Golden, the American 
humorist and friend of 
Carl Sandburg, America’s 
other famous poet. Gold- 
en wanted to talk to Frost 
about Sandburg. Frost, 
we discovered, didn’t want to talk about Sandburg. 

Then Golden made the mistake of saying that Frost had 
the same kind of hair as Sandburg. This was too much for 
Frost, whom we were sitting next to at the time. 

“What's he always talking about Sandburg for?” Frost 
muttered. “‘And how dare he say I have the same kind of 
hair as Carl. My hair’s my own and I don’t copy anybody 
else’s haircut. 


“T’ve been cutting my own hair now for 20 years. 
Haven't been to a barber since then. Got sick and 
tired of those fellows. I didn’t mind them talking to 
me. I guess every barber’s supposed to do that but 
I did mind them always telling me my hair was fall- 
ing out. So I started cutting my own hair. As you 
grow older you don’t care about those things. Of 
course Carl’s a very careful fellow. I’m sure he goes 
to the barber.” 


Frost said he didn’t like to be put in the same category 
as Sandburg when it came to poetry. ‘We're entirely dif- 
ferent in our work. He has a good heart. He says in his 
poetry that the people say yes. I say the people say yes and 
no. I'd say Sandburg has written some good Whitmanesque 
verse but I don’t think he knows what form is. 

“Our great difference is our approach to poetry. I once 
said when he introduced me at a dinner that I'd just as soon 
write free verse as play tennis with the net down. But I have 
no quarrel with him. He’s out there in Hollywood now with 
his name on the door writing that $5,000,000 picture about 
Christ and I suppose that’s all right if you want to do that 
sort of thing. But I don’t like people telling me we have the 
game kind of hair.” 


Thus taking care of Sandburg, Frost went on to 
other things. He said he was enjoying his relations 
with the political crowd in Washington and was grate- 
ful that President Kennedy was taking an interest in 
the arts.

Frost said he'd like to see a new cabinet post called the 
Secretary of the Arts. “I don’t want the job,” he said, ‘“but 
it would be nice if there was someone to represent the arts 
in the Government.

We asked him whom he admired of the American poets 
and he said E. E. Cummings, Marianne Moore, ‘‘and I think 
this Phyliss McGinley is quite a girl.

Canes, Plain and Fancy, Making a Comeback 


Walking Stick May Be Gold-Headed 


For a Modern Dude, Slender But 
Sturdy for Elderly Lady or Stout 


Enough for a Man to Clout Pigs

GOLD AND SILVER-HEADED CANES have been staging 
a moderate comeback in St. Louis. Inspired by, the stick-twirling 
TV hero, Bat Masterson, young blades here pay as much as 
$65 for a custom-made ebony, snakewood or Congo wood stick 
with a chased gold or silver head. Source of this intelligence 
is Harvey Raspberry, a dignified, gray-mustached salesman 
who for 28 years has sold pipes, tobacco and canes for H. J. 
Jost & Son Tobacco Co. at 208 North Sixth street.

& man who carries one of those gold 
is mostly building himself up as a fop or dude,”’ 


headed canes 
said Raspberry. 


(A defiant gesture of immature masculinity, said a St. Louis 


psychiatrist. ) 

“These boys usually don’t 
have much to do,” continued 
Raspberry. ‘That young man 
who bought the $65 silver-headed 
cane with his initials on it, he 
was a dandy. I don't know 
whether to call him a beatnik or 
not, but the last time I saw him 
he had a beard, a fancy vest, 
knitted pants, a cape and a Ba- 
varian hat with a—what do you 
call those shaving brush things? 
He bought that $65 cane and 


then ‘he lost it right away. Next 
he wanted a dress cane just to 
carry under his arm. Had to 
match his brown gloves.” 

Raspberry’s decidedly Edward- 
lan viewpoints and his vintage 
vocabulary probably stem from 
his two decades of mellowing 
by his late employer, Henry 
Jost. Jost liked to blow clouds 
of tobacco smoke and philosophy 
at his salesman from morning 
till night. This gave Raspberry 
a patina similar to those of 
Oxford graduates who claim 
their education was principally 
being smoked at by their tutors. 

Jost, who introduced innum- 
erable St. Louisans to. the 
deep, quiet joys of well-groomed 
pipes, was also, according to 
Raspberry, “a real dude,”’ and 
a maker and lover of canes. 
Fine wood products complement 
each other. Jost, who made 
pipes for St. Louisans from 1892 
till his death in 1954, constructed 
his first cane as a boy from a 
thorn tree he grew himself in 
Germany. This cane he carried 
to the end of his days. 

Jost & Son is a male empo- 
rium. Women customers who 
stray in are treated with exqui- 
site courtesy and gentle defer- 
ence. Nevertheless a female at 
Jost has the uneasy feeling she 
has strayed unbeknownst into a 
London gentleman’s club, On 
the walls are oak cases and 
racks and racks of fine briar 
pipes handsomely displayed 
against a bright yellow back- 
ground. Another oaken case con- 
tains a large sélection of canes. 
Their multiple layers of varnish 
are protected by long individual 
cotton jersey socks of rust, gray 
and blue. The high gloss of the 
canes and pipes is matched by 
the gleaming varnish on the dark 
woodwork. 

Untrammeled by penny-pinch- 
ing femininity, customers wan- 
der in to gloat. They invite their 
souls, talk man to man with 
Harvey Raspberry, salesman ex- 
traordinary, and wander out an 
hour later laden with pipes or 
an expensive cane. They are 
considerably poorer in pocket 
but richer in spirit. 

For some, Jost’s is an addic- 
tion. One cotton-jacketed med- 
ical student arrived looking fur- 
tively over his shoulder. Rasp- 
berry greeted him like a long- 
lost relative. 

“Just open that case and help 
yourself,” he invited. 

The customer gripped the pipe 
display case in a desperate 
effort at control. ‘“‘That’s what 
I’m afraid to do,” he groaned, 
while beads of perspiration 
sprang out on his brow. But he 
soon was happily engaged in 
fondling a fine brier. “Isn't it 
gorgeous,” he groaned, and put 


it from him. Then he forced 
himself from the shop. 

Feeling that I was cluttering 
up the place, I was pleased that 
R let me stay. I learned 
that outside of dudes, St. Louis 
cane buyers can be divided into 
three categories. Elegant older 
ladies venture into buy slender 
but sturdy rosewood, ebony or 
rock maple sticks to harmonize 
with their costumes. ‘Most 
women,” Raspberry informed 
me, “have a Sunday cane and 
then an everyday cane to knock 
around the house.” 

Jost’s fits canes to elderly or 
infirm buyers. “Doctors send 
patients in to us and we will fit 
them with care. So often you see 
a man walking one-sided with a 
cane. We cut them so he can 
walk erect, no back twisting.” 


Jost’s, now owned by Henry 
Jost’s daughter-in-law, Mrs. 
Ada W. Jost, finds that its 
cane business is picking up 
steadily. Raspberry attributes 
this in part to the longevity 
and activity of senior citizens 
nowadays.

You can fight pigs with 
it." He picked up a stout oak 
sample and swished it vigorously 
in the air. 

I mentioned that some gentle- 
men bought canes to keep big 
dogs from stomping their little 
dogs. Raspberry’s face fell. ‘‘I 
thought it was always part of 
the costume,” he mourned. 

Cane carriers around St. Louis 
explain their fondness in dif- 
ferent ways. Mrs. Thomas H. 
Wagner, 63 Kingsbury place, 
whose cane accompanies her fre- 
quently on jaunts miles long, 
says that a cane helps her walk- 
ing rhythm as much as a good 
marching tune.

Florida’s

TAVERNIER, Fia., 
March 21. 

THIS LAND OF SEA, sunshine 
and citrus has unsolved prob- 
lems in the way of a population 
growing faster than it can be 
absorbed, over-use of its natural 
resources and a perpetual real 
estate boom. You can buy land 
far out in the glades covered 
with saw grass and swamp 
water for upwards of $2000 for 
an eighth of an acre. 

And yet despite all this, Flor- 
ida remains America's greatest 
winter playground and the 
longed-for Shangri-La of more 
and more people reaching the 
age of retirement. 

So far our travels have taken 
us the length of the state from 
Jacksonville to Key West and 
four times across it from Al- 
lantic to Guif and back again. 
One spot we always manage to 
visit for a day is the little town 
of Crystal River, far up on the 
west coast above Tampa and far 
less over-developed than most 
areas on either side of the state. 
This and other towns in the 
area offer good fishing and are 
worth exploring — and among 
these we would include Homa- 

ssa, Yankeetown on the With- 
lacoochee river, and Cedar Key 
some miles farther north. 

This is a land of lazy back 
roads and giant live oaks 
dripping with Spanish moss, 
quite different from the coun- 
try at the southern tip of the 
state. There are several wild- 
life refuges and this part of 
the coast offers excellent op- 
portunities for the birding en- 
thusiast. Our greatest thrill 
here was the sight of large 
flocks of white pelicans wheel- 
ing high in the blue sky and 
flashing white against the sun- 
light. These great birds with 
their nine-foot wingspread 
make a remarkable migratory 
flight each year from their 
Florida wintering grounds to a 
breeding area in the far-away 
Pacifie northwest. 

Our expedition into Everglades 
National Park left us with sev-

eral unanswered questions, de- 
spite talks with park officials 
and biologist Bill Robertson. 
This park is, for all practical 
purposes, a great wildlife refuge 
essential to the survival of many 
species of water birds, especially 
the egrets, white ibis, wood 
stork, limpkin and roseate spoon- 
bill. Of the land area, some 99 
per cent will always be inacces- 
sible except to wardens travel- 
ing by air boat through the saw 
grass. 

The park also includes 2000 or 
more square miles of water in 
Florida Bay, between the east 
coast and the keys, which is 
dotted with mangrove islands. 
These, too, are quite inaccessible 
and are used by the birds, while 
the bay itself offers wonderful 
sport for the mariner and fisher- 
man who learns enough about 
these waters to be at home in 
them. 

The southern part of the park 
took a terrific beating from Hur- 
ricane Donna, with thousands of 
acres of slow-growing mangrove 
killed. Yet this is already start- 
ing to stage a comeback and the 
water level has been helped by 
three wet years. The real prob- 
lem I see for this national park 
is whether, in the end, the Ever- 


giades may not be dried up by 
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dreinage of the lands eouth of 
Okeechobee which feed the great 
“River of Grass” that flows 
gouth to the Gulf. This plus con- 
stantly increasing demands for 
water by the booming east coast 
cities, may seriously cut the flow 
into the Everglades as the years 
£0 by. 

Another real conservation prob- 
lem is created by the odd and 
iogical agriculture that has 
developed in the area just north 
of the park. Here is one of the 
big vegetable producing districts 
of America, with tomatoes and 
many other vegetables being 
grown by what really amounts 
to hydroponic farming. 

There is literally no soll, but 
the gravelly surface of the 
limestone rock can be stirred 
by tillage and will hold plants 
upright. Thereafter, ev er y- 
thing necessary to make the 
plants grow is applied out of a 
fertilizer bag. Poison sprays 
and dusts are applied by boom 
and airplane and washed down 
by sprinkler irrigation from 
huge pumps that lift their 
water from less than a dozen 
feet below the surface. 

The result is a succession of 
crops that never ceases around 
the year. Picking is done by 


migrant workers who go by the | 


name of “‘stoop labor."’ 
Increasing amounts of poison 

sprays and almost equally poi- 

sonous fertilizers seem bound to 


find their way south into the | 


national park via the under- 
ground water table. This could 
have a disastrous effect on wild- 
life. So could the lowering of 
water tables through eprinkler 
irrigation which allows 
amounts of moisture to transpire 
back into the air 
being stored in the ground.
